As Head of Costumers’ Group 


Most Successful’ Convention in 


Association’s History—Resigning 


President Is Showered With Tributes—Charles Shipley 
Wins Costume Prize 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11—The largest, 
most important, significant and enjoy- 
able convention in the history of the 
National Costumers’ Association drew to 
a close shortly after noon today at the 
Hotel President, this city. It was the 
largest in that the 80 members at the 
opening session Monday grew to a gath- 
ering of nearly 150 costumers and their 
guests before the final meeting. It was 
the most important In that it marked 
the sixth anniversary of the group's ex- 
istence, the most significant in that ap- 
proximately 30 new_mernbers were en- 
rolled as a result of visiting the sessions, 
and the most enjoyable in that local 
costumers, fabric houses, producing of- 
fices and theater owners succeeded in 
arranging a continuous round of 
luncheons, dinners and insvection tours 
that attested to their belief tn the in- 
trinsic merit of the association, and that 
made the convention a social as well as 
a Pusiness success. 

The most important business took 
place at the final session. This was the 
election of officers for the ensuing ye-r. 
Lester, more formally tho less frequently 
known as Lester C. Essig, resigned from 
the presidency, despite mumerous re- 
quests that he be returned to office, and 
David M. Yost was elected to this high- 
est office. The other officers were elected 
as follows: First vice-president. Char'es 
Hansen, succeeding Yost; second vice- 
president, Henry Faust, succeeding Robert 
Schmidt; third vice-president, Charles E. 
Finegan, succeeding Adolph Klein, and 
fourth vice-president, Juliette. «John 


Hansen was kept in office as secretary- 
treasurer. 

The election of Juliette was em- 
phasized as an important development. 
Lester pointed out that it proved that 
enthusiasm and full-hearted interest in 
behalf of the organization would be re- 
warded even in a member who had but 
recently joined. Juliette, who signed up 
about three months ago, was given a 
rising vote of thanks for her efforts and 
for her success in bringing in a large 
number of new members. 

Two of the most important occurrences 
of the six-day convention were the 
tributes paid to Lester and the award of 
the costume prize. Lester was literally 
showered with tokens of esteem, the two 
principal gifts being an enormous, beau- 
tiful silver shield, bearing an inscription 
attesting to his many fine qualities, 
which was a gift from the officers and 
members, and a valuable stick pin, pre- 
sented by the New York members. The 
costume prize, a silver cup, was awarded 
to the member wearing the finest cos- 
tume at the dress ball.. This was won 
by Charles Shipley, an associate member, 
who wore an authentic reproduction of 
the garment worn by the Chippaqua In- 
dian tribe. It was made by the Indians 
and designed by Mrs. Reedfield, of the 
Reedfield Costume Company. Juliette 
Was awarded honorable mention for her 
costume, which she executed in her 
Studios.

during the week, there are still undercurrents of urrest and it is not 


unlikely that at least one bombshell will be thrown before Many moons. From 
unofficial sources thefe are tndications that Equity is lining up plans for taking 


steps to organize the film actors, using 
the talkies as a weapon, and issuing 
orders that no Equity members will be 
allowed to appear in talking feature pic- 
tures unless the entire company is 
Equity. 

It is no secret that one faction of 
Equity feels that the talkies offer the 
best medium for bringing the picture 
field into the fold and they believe that 
such a drastic measure, while the in- 
roads have yet been light, offers the most 
logical solution. This faction argues 
that while the silent picture is an en- 
tirely different field than a legitimate 
play, when dialog is added it becomes 
a speaking play and therefore should 
come under the same terms the legiti- 
mate producers must meet. 

Already the picture people have started 
lining up legitimate actors for talkie 
roles and there is no doubt but that 
such a move on the part of Equity 
would have its effect in bringing the 
movie people into the fold. 

It is known definitely that the Equity 
Officials have recently discussed the 
advisability of taking such a move, with 
some of them feeling the time is not yet 
Tipe. It is possible that the eouncil 
will discuss it at its meeting on Tues- 
day. Questioned on such a jove, Frank 
Gillmore. executive secretary, merely said 
that such action would have to be 
authorized by the council and that he 
could not say what it might do. 
Whether or not it would discuss it soon, 
he would not say. 

However, as The Billboard gets such 
information, the action would be con- 
fined entirely to the feature talkies and 
would not include the so-called short 
subjects ang specialty reels. Paul Dul- 
zell, assistant executive secretary, re- 
turned recently from the Coast, where he 
made a minute survey of the “talkie” 
situation and made a detailed report to 
the association. If such a move is taken 
it is most likely that Gillmore will be 
the one to go west and put it thru. 

Announcement last week that a syn- 
dicate, headed by A. H. Woods, Arthur 
Hammerstein, the Shuberts, William A. 
Brady and others prominent in legit. 
theatricals, had taken an option on 
Vocafilm with the intention of purchas- 
ing it to reproduce the Broadway hits 
simultaneously with the New York pro- 
duction, caused considerable worry at the 
time. Reflection by Equity and other 
stage factions has cooled the excite- 
ment and that association now feels that 
there is little to get excited over. It 
has been pointed out that it would be 
practically impossible to reproduce the 
Broadway legit. shows as they are per- 
formed on the stage, inasmuch as the 
talkie appliances require sound-proof re- 
production studios. The low price an- 
mounced at which Vocafilm would be 
installed was not considered seriously in 
some circles, the main reason given being 
that if such were possible it was felt 
that General Electric, Western Electric 
mr some such other large corporation 
vould have been the first to tie it up. 


Other circles felt that the Vocafilm 
announceLient was a gesture on the part 
of the legit. producers to keen their 
players from signing other talkie con- 
tracts, while a third conjecture was that 
the option had been taken so that the 
progucers could sell at a profit to an 
English syndicate.

New Inventions 


In Sound Work 


Two Scientific Devices Just De- 
veloped Will Be of Great 
Value to Talkies 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Two scientific 
devices that will be of inestimable sery- 
ice to the talkie producers, one of which 
will also open up entirely new channels« 
in numerous industries, have just been 
invented by Dr. Sydney Baruch, Fellow 
of the Royal Society, former Federa} 
Chief Research Engineer, and electrician 
of renown 

The more significant of the inventions 
is a device for the recording of thé 
human voice that is perfected beyond 
any instrument developed to date. It 
registers subtle shadings of vocal tones 
on plano wire smaller than hair. The 
wire is round, which means that it can 
be run along the side of film in a man- 
ner different from any so far achieved. 
Because of infinitesimal size it occupies 
80 little space that continuous converas- 
tion literally lasting several hours can be 
recorded and deposited in an unusually 
small amount of space. 

The second invention will be a saver of 
time. money, annoyance and worry to 
producers, directors and players. It con- 
sists of an instrument that resembles 
a microphone, but will be used only to 
test volces for their talkie possibilities. 
By placing a noise-proof head receiver 
over the ears of both the speaker and 
the tester, the voice of the would-be 
talkie performer can be heard only a 
fraction slower than instantaneously, with 
his speech tn exactly the same tone that 
will insue from a talkie picture in its 
finished state. In other words, an ap- 
plicant for talkie work will} know his 
vocal talents for this work within five 
minutes after the test starts. A tieup is 
now being effected with certain leading 
talkie concerns to have all their testing 
done in this way on this particular ma- 
chine, which is the only one in existence 
and which will not be duplicated.

NEW YORK, Aug. 18-——Jack Wilbur, 
today announced that his organization, 


organizer of the Federated Novelty Acts, 
in addition to functioning as an agent 


to secure employment for its members, has launched out as coproducer with 
members in the building of spectacular acts. One of two new acts already 


under way is an indoor

Its apparatus will consist of specially 
arranged trolley lines, which will carry 
a traveling trapeze performer to the gal- 
lery, balcony, back of the house and even 
into the lobby of a theater if desired.

It would appear that there has been 
&@ great deal of needless excitement about 
Eimer Gantry. Frankly, the production 
has not been worth it. A reading of the 
novel would assure anyone that it con- 
tains little dramatic worth and the pres- 
ent attempt to transfer it to the stage, 
therefore, can be set down as nothing 
loftier than a flagrant and tawdry at- 
tempt to cash in on the sordid publicity 
the book received. 

However, while undoubtedly many will 
hot agree with Sinclair Lewis in his ob- 
servations, practically everyone has be- 
lieved him sincere in his tirade on 
modern, high-pressure evangelism. But 
Sincerity is entirely lacking in the dra- 
matic interpretation and it turms out to 
be mothing better than a side-show 
ballyhoo, relying on and intensifying the 
Very methods it secks to criticize. 

Kearney, in his dramatization of three 
amorous episodes from the life of the 
evangelist, has not done well by Lewis, 
and Lumsden Hare, by his direction, has 
fatien down on both writers. £imer 
Gentry was not written as a farce and 
the sttempt to play it as such is not 
only distasteful, but weak. Kearney and 
Hare have made of the weak-knmeed 
preacher a vain, conniving racketeer who 
is constantly laughing up his sleeve at 
the simpletons who surrounded him. 
Lewis, from the novel. did not create him 
8&5 such, but rather as a vain and weak 
creature who wanted to follow the 
Straight and narrow, but who had 
Heither the intelligence, the sincerity or 
the moral stamina to do 80. 

Misinterpretation can be overlooked, 
however, either as coming from ao dif- 
ferent mental outiook or from dramatic 
license. The deliberate ballvhoo em- 
ployed by this sacrilegious circus in try- 
ing to put itself across can be inter- 
Preted as neither. Theatergoers can see 
nothing dramatically inspiring in a side- 
walk revival meeting between the acts in 
which a performer, in the garb of a 
clergyman and surrounded by white- 
robed trumpeteers, behooves passers-by in 
front of the theater to enter and be 
saved. Elmer Gantry is a rorry spectacie, 
which many will describe as blasphe- 
mous, but which deserves no more 


‘erious consideration than unadulterated 
hokum, 


Edward Pawley gives a very capable 
Performance as Gantry, but he is 
*eriously hampered tn effectiveness by 
the farcical interpretation placed upon 
that character by the director. In fact, 
*= ts only in the second act, when he ts 
“ved by Sharon Falconer, that he re- 
“inbles the preacher as conceived by 
Lewis. adele Kiser, as that female in- 
by the part, 
the physical 


Spirer, docs reasonably well 
: ®Dd while she holds some of 
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qualities of the Lewis character, she has 
not succeeded entirely in bringing the 
oratorical and emotional qualities to life. 

Tom Fadden does an excellent bit as 
Floyd Naylor in the first act, and he is 
ably assisted by Gwendolyn Hathaway as 
the seduced Lulu Bains. Robert Harrigan 
is suitable as the skeptical Frank Sha!- 
lard. The balance of the players have 
little to do. The third ect, a meeting of 
ministers, is most ineffective and shows 
about as much finesse in handling as a 
10th rate rotary stock might be expected 
to do with such a scene. Kearrey’s lib- 
erty in making of Riggs, the lawyer, a 
decent and religious supporter of the 
church, rather than as the hypocrite ke 
was, has not helped. 

Livingston Platt’s settings, while serv- 
ing the needs of the production, are not 
distinctive. The fire effect at the c’ose 
of Act II carries all the thrill of an 
anaemic bonfire.

An almost-tough guy titled Guns 
painfully swaggers into Wallack’s and 
gives the sudience no more than the 
shadow of what this paleface is ap- 
parently intended to be. The acting only 
in spots is creditable, the directing fair, 
but the play a good distance south of 
the so-so border. In short, a good jack- 
up artist is all that can postpone an in- 
evitably premature demise. 

The principal trouble lies in the dia- 
log and the development of plot. The 
former is wordy, and becomes annoying 
by use of multi-phrased sentences in 
moribund slang. The plot is much too 
slow and repetitious, due in large 
measure to the verboseness of the never- 
ending wisecracks in which the char- 
acters explain their actions, reactions 
and desires. And then there are oc- 
casional scenes, such as the prolonged 
mess of sob stuff between Hugh Thomp- 
son and Marion Haslup in the last act, 
that just don't seem to belong to this 
particu’ar show. Faster and more in- 
teresting results would be obtained if 
the speeches were cut and if some of 
the business obviously intended to serve 
as color and background, such as all 
that dancing In the middle act, were 
eliminated. 


One part, the murder of a character 
called Wop Murphy, is well done and 
effective, altho it would be a more 
finished bit of work if the grouping on 
stage and the lighting were .arranced 
differently. Also, there are obvious 
Maws taxing the auditor's credibility, as, 
for instance, when the gangster chieftain 
invades, single-handed, his rivals’ “den”. 

Several members of the cast deserve 
more than a word of ‘praise. Hugh 
Thompson is dramatic and forceful in a 
fairly good, tho completely transparent, 
part. Teddy Hert, billed rather alarm- 
ingly as one Stink-~Foot Louie, does a 
nice piece of work that might come un- 
der the head of eccentric character act- 
ing. Dexter Reynolds is cast as a 
carnivorous gang fighter, -and he ts ap- 
propriately ferocious, especially in “the 
events that led up to the murder”. 
Freddie Laberer makes a ~ suitable 
“sheik” and William Boulia is creditable. 

Jesse LeRoy its head Man among the 
villains, and does his job creditably. 
Altho adjusting himself to the role, he 
also shows personality and looks that 
would meke him suitable in a more 
suave part. Our little heroine, Suzanne 
Bennett, is quietly amenable, but a 
trifle too negative to be outstanding. 
Marion Has!up is more colorful, and suits 
her role. Others who are satisfactory 
are Frank Horton, Arthur Van Slyke, 
Frances Claire and Ralph Herts.

Earl Carroll has done the best of the 
Vanities, but before accepting any gar- 
lands for himself let him first offer a 
prayer of thanks to W. C. Fields. The 
hand of that inimitable comico-tragic 
artist is seen in the all-too-few mo- 
ments that make the show worth while 
and without which it would be nothing 
more than a hodgepodge of naked 
beauty, too sweetly coated to be digest- 
ible. The music easily is the most un- 
distinctive on Broadway, the lyrics have 
less claim to consideration, the sketches 
(except in a few instances) are vulgar 
and an insult to the excellent talent 
that plays them. On the other hand, 
the cast is among the most capable ever 
gathered for a revue, the costumes are 
scantily beautiful, the settings lavish 
and the girls the loveliest that record 
salaries could entice. 

But as a production the show is too 
loosely knit to carry the punch it 
should. The new Vanities can best be 
improved by wielding a mighty and un- 
faltering ax. Let it fall first on several 
of the surprisingly unfunny sketches, 
first, on The Casual Meetirig; second, on 
School Days; third, on Frisco’s “Hotel 
Radio” story. The first two are entirely 
uncalled for, because they are flagrantly 
vulgar and not sufficiently funny to war- 
rant the time expended. Frisco’s story 
packs genuine humor, but not of the 
species reckoned to promote good will. 

The first act of the revue runs along 
at a fast clip and is so routined as to 
show Carroll's showmanship to good ad- 
vantage. The second act sags wearily. 
however. and principally because of the 
overburden placed on it by the pro- 
ducer’s penchant for stuffing the entire 
production with his pseudo-artistic pos- 
ing scenes. If Carroll can be prevailed 
upon to rely less on his beauties and 
more on the talents of his comedians, 
and act accordingly, the new Vanities 
will be a wow. Judging from the reac- 
tion of the audience to this lavish feast 
of beauty, it is safe to say that the over- 
abused tired business man has a far 
deeper appreciaton for and will respond 
quicker to fine comedv than to all the 
tinsely “art” and naked tableaux that 
producers can invent. 


If there is a funnier sketch on Broad- 
way than Stolen Bonds, in the first act, 
and An Episode at the Dentist’s, in the 
second, it has not been brought to the 
attention of an eager and hungry public. 
Yet neither of them resort to smoking- 
room humor nor even a gag line, altho 
they stand head and shoulders above 
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everything else in the show. Both were 
written by Fields and are played by him, 
and in them he allows ample opportu- 
nity for those delicate bits of business 


for which he is so justly renowned. The 
blankness of his countenance and the

Frankly, the Vanities is a

But even in the other sketches in 
which Fields is prominent, particularly 
All Aboard and The Mormon’s Prayer, 
altho their humor is inherently vulgar

the laughs come not so much from the 
materia! itself as from the mannerisms 
and delicate touches that the comedian 
gives the characters. 

Joe Frisco also is on hand—and how! 
Stammering, stuttering and chewing on 
an ever-present cigar, he wisecracks here 
and there thruout the evening, always 
brilliantly and without effort. Strangely, 
however, his piece de resistance comes 
neither as a dancer nor as an expert at 
repartee, but rather in an amazingly fine 
imitation of Helen Morgan, Ziegfeld star 
and night club queen. Then, too, there 
is Ray Dooley, in the baby role, of 
course, but the fact remains that what- 
ever else she may do, such parts are her 
forte. Her travesty on Marilyn Miller 
and Mary Eaton, which she does with a 
male chorus, is limpid and should be 
considered among the first of the ma- 
terial to be weeded out. 

Gordon Dooley and Martha Morton are 
given little to do, but it is done well. 
Their opening bit as contestants in a 
marathon dance is particularly ef- 
fective, after which they go into their 
“slow-motion” bit. 

The singing is intrusted to Lillian 
Roth, Richard Bold, Joey Ray and Brian 
MacDonald, all of whom are several de- 
grees above the songs with which ‘hey 
must struggle. There is not even a po- 
tential hit in the entire score, altho 
serious attempts are made to plug 
Vaniteaser, Once in a Lifetime and Blue 


Shadows, the latter offering the best 
possibilities. 
The production is crammed with 


scenic investitures and novelties, “Pillar 
of Fame”, “Curtain of Gold”, “Temple 
of Mythology” and the “Machinery 
Ballet”. All are interesting and well 
executed, but the last is among the 
clearly outstanding spectacles in. the 
production. Created and staged by the 
Marmeins, it is a realistically beautiful 
dance interpretation of th: Machine Age. 
The next-to-closing scene in the last act, 
The Living Motion Picture Screen, in 
which the Vanities beauties sing college 
songs while various collegiate activities 
are thrown on the screen, is ineffective 
and a terrific letdown from what pre- 
cedes. 

In individual dancing the show is 
strong, enlisting the services of a stellar 
adagio team in Adler and Bradford, and 
a more-than-capable youngster in Doro- 
thy Lull, whose “control dance” is a 
particularly bright spot. The ensemble 
work, however, is nothing to get excited 
over and not up to the previous products 
of Busby Berkeley. Barto and Mann 
have two spots and they get away well. 
In deference to all concerned, however, 
it would be wise for them to cut down 
considerably on the time consumed for 
their second appearance. 

Dorothy Knapp, Carroll's featured 
beauty, is as glamorous as ever and 
shows considerable improvement over 
her last Broadway appearance. She 
handles lines nicely, and her work in 
the several sketches is better than is 
usually found for such bits. Her tango 
with Maurice LaPue is not so impres- 
sive. Some of the other Vanities Venuses 
appear in minor bits, the most effective 
being Naomi Johnson, Beryl Halley, 
Dorothy Britton. Ruth EK. Patterson and 
Bobby Storey. Jean Tennyson has little 
opportunity as a prima donna, and the 
Vercell Sisters are seen but for two brief 


bits. Edward Graham does well by his 
minor assignments. ' 

Mabel Johnson and William  H. 
Mathews have done excellent work in 
designing the costumes, the celicate 
blending of colors in the “rose” and 


“plume” numbers being particularly ef- 
fective. Hugh Willoughby has done 
equally as well by the settings. 

The Vincent Lopez Band is in the pit, 
and the boys get a chance to show a few 
specialties as an opener. Lopez appears 
oriefly. The band, however, shows to 
excellent advantage and makes an excel- 
lent pit combination for Carroll's re- 
quirements.

Musical Show Crop Increasing 
As Season’s Lineup Lengthens 


Producers Beginning To Realize Song and Dance Field Is the 
One in Which Talkies Can Make Little Encroachment— 
40 Shows in Prospect 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—While the dramatic producers are worrying about the 
effect the talking pictures are likely to have on their attractions this year, the 
girl and music impresarios are coming to life and organizing for what bids fair 


to be the most 


active season of musical shows that 


Broadway has experienced 


years. The talking pictures, incidentally, are more than just an indirect cause, 


for the producers are awakening to a 
realization that if they are to offer 
formidable competition to the picture 
people, the song and dance productions 
are their best bet. This is the one field 
in which the talkies can make little 
progress. 

The leaders among the producers think 
it is a foregone conclusion that the 
“speakies” will make heavy imroads on 
the dramatic field, but they are also 
aware that such an effect will be but 
temporary. Because of this, and feeling 
that this will be the critical season, pro- 
ducers like Florenz Ziegfeld, Arthur Ham- 
merstein and the Shuberts are going it 
heavier than ever for the musicals, while 
the lesser lights are showing a cor- 

sponding tendency for that form of en- 
tertainment. 

A discussion with any of the above- 
mentioned producers brings the same re- 
sponse: “This is to be a musical season. 
While there undoubtedly is something 
to worry about in the rapid development 
of the talkies, we must never forget that 
we too hold a weapon on which they can 
mever encrosch. It is ridiculous for any 
person to think that the screen, no mat- 
ter how many innovations it may try, can 
ever reproduce musical comedy or revue. 
Personality, living and breathing flesh, is 
the magnet for the musicals, and the 
screen can take its piace or jeopardize it 
as much as film accounts of sporting 
events hinder or substitute that form of 
entertainment.” 

At the present time, with the season 
one week o'd, there are close to 40 song- 
and-dance shows that give definite in- 
dication of being seen before summer 
rolis around again.

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Underground Agents in Danger 


Of Criminal Fraud Charges ry 


Systematic Slaughtering of Prices on Acts Without Authority 
Brings Indignation From Reliable Agents and Protests 
From New Turns—Slick Price-Cutting Scheme 


NEW YORK. Auf. 13.—Protest has been made to The Billboard concerning 


the ectivities of so-called 


“Underground Broadway 


Agents”, who have been 


slaughtering the prices of new vaudeville acts with a scheme that, according to 
officials oi the Federated Novelty Acts and according to the complaints of artistes 


themselves, is little short of fraud. 

Because of the summer season and the 
general unsettled condition of the talent 
market, the price killers have been par- 
ticularly obnoxious. According to a re- 
port emanating from the office of Arthur 
Hill, the procedure of the underground 
workers is to spot likely new acts as soon 
as they attract the notice of reviewers. 
The schemers then solicit the acts and 
learn their asking price. 

If. for instance, an act sets its price 
eat $500 per week, the vulture imme- 
diately makes the rounds of the bookers 
and offers it for $250 without any au- 
thority to do so whatever. 

Meanwhile the act seeks out a repu- 
table agent and asks for dates for $500 
This price is submitted by the reputable 
egent, who gets the comeback from the 
booker that the act has already been 
submitted for $250. The reliable agent 
is sore, and immediately forms the opin- 
fon that the act has offered itself direct 
to the booker at the lesser figure. The 
artiste, when confronted by the report 
from his authorized agent, is at a loss 
to know what has happened, and often 
relations between him and his real agent 
are promptly broken off. 

This leaves the act out in the cold (or 
im the heat of the Broadway curb 
market). and time flies without bookings. 
When patience is finally exhausted, the 
underground bird gets in his work by 
coming *o the idle performer and telling 
him he can get him engagements, but 
he must take a cut in his salary. Neces- 
sity generally setties the matter, and the 
act goes on at the reduced ficure. 

Bookers lose many good acts on this 
account, for the cut rate is fixed in a!l 
booking offices simultaneously by the 
spurious offer and when an act dickers 
for more the booker feels that someone 
is trying to impose upon him, and the 
act gets away. 

The recult is there are a lot of dis- 
atisfied artistes, and a lot of good acts 
reduced to coffee-and-cake time who are 
worth real money and should be getting 
regular employment. This “racket” has 
been going on for a long time now, and 
is working an evil to the en*tive industry. 
An action to establish criminal fraud by 
the acts is suggested as one means of do- 
ing away with the practice, and another 
is to have bookers compel all agents to 
submit written authorization from the 
owner when submitting an act.

result of the 10,000 new seats that will 
Fox open their new houses this season 

Fox is opening Labor Day with Street 
Angel as the big attraction. Paramount 
opens later, probably between Thanks- 
giving and Christmas, also with a de luxe 
policy, using stage attractions. Other 
theaters in the section are frankly wor- 
ried. 

There are 10 big houses along Flatbush 
leading from the down-town center of 
Flatbush and Fulton out to Church, in- 
cluding K-A-O, Brandt, Loew and other 
houses. The Paramount and Fox in- 
vasion is sure to cut into the Metropoli- 
tan. the biggest business getter in the 
section now, and it also spells serious 
opposition for the Strand, the Albee, Or- 
pheum and similar theaters in the sec- 
tion. Loew's Melba will be murdered by 
the invasion, according to those familiar 
with the section and probabilities. 

The present business of houses outside 
of the Metropolitan, Albee and Strand is 
not at all phenomenal, it is reported. 
The Strand last week played a repeat on 
The Jazz Singer in order to whip up 
trade. The Tivoli, independent vaude- 
ville house in the down-town section 
(opposition to the Met., Strand, Albee, 
Orpheum and others), is now closed. 
It, along with others, will probably have 
to cut prices to meet the opposition for 
the new Fox and Paramount palaces.

Of Film Houses 


Many Knocking at Vaude.’s Door 
Anxious To Get Away From 
4 and 5 Shows 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—After three 
years of picture houses with four and 
five shows a day there is a decided 
trend among artistes to get back into 
vaudeville, and with the big time, Loew 
and other circuits offering better in- 
ducements than ever before, agents are 
being advised to try to secure routes 

According to reliable dope among 
agents, there is now more stalling in 
the picture-house circuits than with 
vaudeville chains, K-A-O and Loew giv- 
ing quicker action than Publix. 

Besides former vaudevillians who 
turned to the picture houses and have 
now tired of the multiple shows during 
their engagements, there are any num- 
ber of acts developed in picture theaters 
that are now knocking at vaudeville's 
door. Several have already gotten in. 

The chief kick among picture-house 
acts is directed toward Publix. The 
acts come into the Paramount, for ex- 
ample, on Saturday morning and must 
be on the stage at 9 a.m. for rehearsals. 
With Saturdays and Sundays calling for 
five shows, some thoroly resent the 
strain. In addition, they must be on 
hand at the Paramount at around 9 
o'clock Monday or Tuesday to have 
pictures taken. 

Publix and other picture-house cir- 
cults offer certain inducements to 
counteract the dreaded four and five 
shows daily, but in many cases the 
artistes are not considering these. They 
include beautiful theaters to work in, 
carfares paid thruout the tour and up- 
wards of 25 weeks on a booking. Some 
will heckle over the tour obtainable, 
however, in view of the Publix contract 
allowing the circuit to cance] on a two 
weeks’ notice.

theaters. This reel, according to Bran- 
stein, contains four or five rounds of ring 
action. 

“We paid $50,000 for the exclusive film 
rights,” declared Branstein, “and we are 
protected by copyrights both in this 
country and abroad. Paramount News is 
the only outfit we have had any difmfi- 
culty with. Before the ficht I called up 
the various newsreel editors and told 
them that. while they could not flim 
the fight themselves, we wou!'d be glad 
to give them, or sell them, negative 
they might desire for their weeklies. In- 
ternational Newsreel and M-G-M News 
thought this a fair proposition, and I 
have their checks for footage they both 
purchased.

Many Knocking at Vaude.’s Door 
Anxious To Get Away From 
4 and 5 Shows 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.— After three 
years of picture houses with four and 
five shows a day there is a decided 
trend among artistes to get back into 
vaudeville, and with the big time, Loew 
and other circuits offering better in- 
ducements than ever before, agents are 
being advised to try to secure routes 

According to reliable dope among 
agents, there is now more stalling in 
the picture-house circuits than with 
vaudeville chains, K-A-O and Loew giv- 
ing quicker action than Publix 

Besides former vaudevillians who 
turned to the picture houses and have 
now tired of the multiple shows during 
their engagements, there are any num- 
ber of acts developed in picture theaters 
that are now knocking at vaudeville's 
door. Several have already gotten in. 

The chief kick among picture-house 
acts is directed toward Publix. The 
acts come into the Paramount, for ex- 
ample, on Saturday morning and must 
be on the stage at 9 a.m. for rehearsals 
With Saturdays and Sundays calling for 
five shows, some thoroly resent the 
strain.

wards of 25 weeks on a booking. Some 
will heckle over the tour obtainable. 
however, tn view of the Publix contract 
allowing the circuit to cancel on a two 
weeks’ notice.

property act. 

Branstein declared that he is in re- 
ceipt of a cablegram from Charles Jawitz. 
general manager of Gold Hawk. at pres- 
ent in England, informing him that 
Paramount's special reel, said to be 1,080 
feet in length, is being shown in London 
theaters. This reel, according to Bran- 
stein, contains four or five rounds of ring 
action 

“We paid $50,000 for the exclusive film 
rights,” declared Branstein, “and we are 
protected by copyrights both in this 
courtry and abroad. Paramount News is 
the only outfit we have had any difi- 
culty with. Before the fight I called up 
the various newsreel editors and told 
them that. while they could not flim 
the fight themselves, we would de glad 
to give them, or sell them, negative 
they might desire for their weeklies. In- 
ternational Newsreel and M-G-M News 
thought this a fair proposition. and I 
have their checks for footage they both 
purchased. 

“When I telephoned Paramount News 
on the same basis, an official told me 
‘we're not interested. as we will steal it 
anyhow." I personally stopped one Para. 
mount cameraman from grinding on the 
fight, and confiscated his exposed nega- 
tive and stock. The stock I later re- 
turned to him.” 

According to Branstein, Paramount ts 
Merely taking advantage of an extensive 
advertising campeign launched by Gold 
Hawk in exploiting the official pictures 
to foist an unsatisfying newsreel on the 
public.

(UNIVERSAL) 
At the Clobe 


The big Carl Laemmle production of 
Uncle Tom's Cabin has caught the tu- 
mult of sound in unison with the ter- 
ror of soul that stalked thru the slavery 
days of the beautiful Southland. It has 
chimed weeping voices with the gaiety 
of lighthearted folk; has been impreg- 
nated with the thunder of war and 
sanctified with the hymns of ages. 

The whole solemnity, majesty, humor 
and heart-gripping drama of Harriet 
Beecher Stowe's novel has been raised 
to the heights of glorified realism and 
it now plays upon the emotions with 
greater strength and fervor than in the 
written word or silent film. 

The sound sequences make their most 
remarkable impression in the contrast 
petween the buck-and-wing music and 
clamor of a slaves’ jubilee and the quite 
diginified dance of the whites on the 
same plantation. Picturesque old steam- 
boats seem suddenly vitalized with con- 
currence of all the sounds of river navi- 
gation and slave running, while the 
howling frenzy of the snowstorm, thru 
which Eliza escapes across the river of 
ice, intensifies the cruelty of her flight 
almost beyond description. 

Lead Kindly Light, Cardinal Newman's 
inspirational hymn, sung soft and low 
at the death of little Eva, with the 
vision of the child's soul ascending to 
the happy land of all free souls, and the 
negro spirituals gently wailing the sor- 
row of the siaves at the death of Uncle 
Tom, make deeper the sorrow of these 
important scenes. 

The babe’s cry of “Mama! Mama!” as 
it is torn from its mother’s breast in 
the sordid traffic in human beings, and 
the tearing of heartstrings, veritably the 
heartstrings of a whole race of people, 
poured out in a beautiful musical theme, 
keep one’s eyes moist with pity that 
turns to gladness only at the finish. 

Except for too much amplification at 
isolated points, the synchronization of 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin is a stirring and nota- 
dle success. This means success to the 
exhibitor who books it. T. B.

THIS SUMMER SEASON, more than 
any previous one, shore and mountain 
resorts are calling upon vaudevillians at 
liberty to fill master-of-ceremonies and 
social-director posts Theoretically the 
idea is & good one. The tired performer 
chosen for the work evidently gets a 
rare opportunity to combine a dog-days’ 
rest with light work in pleasant and 
nealthful surroundings. The vacation 
from back-stage life for three months Its 
worth more than can be measured by 
financial standards. Besides, the past 
vaudeville season was a champion 
bloomer for many performers and any- 
thing that suggests regular rations of 
coffee and cake js highly desirable. 

However, the employment of per- 
formers in summer resorts has grown 
to such proportions that this auxiliary 
of show business should be treated more 
geriously than a8 & mere substitute for 
sidewalk duty on Broadway and 47th 
street. The hopes are well founded that 
next season will mark an improvement 
in vaudeville booking conditions... Ther 
the performer can be more independent 
in his choice of summer work 

Most of the resorts using professional 
talent are paying disgracefully smal! 
salaries, their operators knowing full 
well that anything suggesting even & 
pittance is welcome pow to the work- 
starved members of the wise-cracking 
clan The advice—or reminder — ts 
somewhat belated for current applica- 
tion, but it is our contention that in 
this field as im more substantial vaude- 
ville salary deals between resort people 
and performers would react more favor- 
ably to the latter if those who went 
in for the racket early in the season 
held out for greater compensation. Per- 
formers should deem it a sacred duty 
to their profession to turn the screws 
down on the bargain hunters. Now is 
the time to build for the future. A 
littie hint dropped now might—t! given 
circulation—eave many a performer 
from finishing a pieasant summer sea- 
som with a Rockefeller token in the 


purse. 


WE KNOW OF A CERTAIN showman 
who was a vaude. agent and producer, 
enfranchised by one of the larger cir- 
cuits until a month or so ago. He is no 
longer a franchise holder. The sur- 
render was voluntary. Vaudeville is the 
loser and a fregrettable kink in the 
makeup of the field is to blame. The 
former agent we have in mind was 
ushered into vaudeville by the more 
discriminating of the particular circuit's 
act experts. He was evidently needed 
for the commercial value of his artistic 
nee. He went to work with a vim— 
produced the material he Judged the cir- 
cult wanted and we have it that he 
displayed enough business acumen in the 
factoring of his products to counter- 
balance the purse-emptying artistic 
features. He flopped—and badly. 


The explanation is that the booking 
folk realized somewhat belatedly that 
in their line of activity, art snould 
be dispatched to fhe rubbish pile when 
it tugs even lightly on the purse strings. 
Things should be ordered somewhat dif- 
ferently. Vaudeville’s helmsemen are im- 
plied to be clever enough to combine 
finance and art without doing mortal 
injury to either of these. It ts not so 
“asy, but it has been done—altho not 
in the case under discussion.

“THANK YOU!” 


The public seems to demand mediocre 
stuff because it has been brought up on 
this diet. It is up to the vaudeville 
booking executive to harness artistic 
producing talent to better serve the ends 
of his organization. When this ts done 
there will be a greater proportion of real 
talent in the act-making department and 
—tmaybe—a lesser representation of re- 
tired pretzel benders and button-hole 
makers. 


THE BIG TIME is placing its finger 
On the pulse of the public regarding a 
movement on foot to reinstall the re- 
served-seat policy in its better houses. 
There is good cause for the interest 
K-A-O is taking fn the trend of the lay- 
man's thoughts on this point. It was the 
nucleus of the present organization 
which blared the trail for the reserved- 
seat policy. The proponents of the 
genuine two-a-day stuck to thelr guns 
bravely until further resistance became 


impossible. The nickelodeon showmen, 
with their mass-popular grinds, ad- 
ministered the knockout blow from 


which the friends of the two-a-day have 
hardly recovered. At times it seems that 
the badly battered institution will never 
rise from the ruins. 


Even tho the K-A-O outfit is selfishly 
interested in the revival of the genuine 
two-a-day policy and it has the good 
wishes of the trade in its partisan probe 
of possibilities. The reserved-seat policy 
should mean better money for perform- 
ers, better working .conditions and 
greater prestige and dignity. The latter 
two factors are not to be frowned on in 
the consideration of the vaudevillians’ 
lot. 


For house attaches and executives the 
resuscitation of the genuine two-a-day 
policy will also make for pleasanter con- 
ditions. Vaudeville’s ereater appeal] to 
higher-type artistes under a two-a-day 
regime has been frequently discussed 
with deserving frequency in the past.

PROBABLY NO PROFESSION in the 
world is so flagrantly misinterpreted on 
the screen as that of the boys 
gather the news for the big city dailies. 
Directors as a rule seem to have a dis- 
torted conception of the methods by 
which newspapers are run and of the 
manner in which reporters work. The 
majority of the screen reporters would 
not last five minutes under any city edi- 
tor. They make a joke of an otherwise 
honorable profession and reflect on the 
intelligence of bona fide newspapermen 
in real life. 

To quote a few recent instances in 
which the reporter has been made to look 
like a nitwit by his counterpart on the 
screen, we recall The Racket, starring 
Thomas Meighan. Lee Moran and 
“Skeets” Gallagher, as the two reporters, 
are impossible. Gallagher totes around 
@ flask of liquor, from which he nibbles 
with great frequency, the idea, no doubt, 
being to bear out an unfair conclusion 
that all newspapermen are confirmed 
“rummies”. Moran and Gallagher are 
not to be blamed for appearing as a 
couple of clowns instead of a pair of 
intelligent individuals. They were tak- 
ing direction from a director apparently 
unversed in newspaper lore. 

In Warner Brothers’ production, Pow- 
der My Back, starring Irene Rich, three 
reporters are found trying by hook or 
crook to get in and see the star for an 
interview. This is funny. Imagine a 
star ducking an interview in the first 
place; in the second place her publicity 
man would be so tickled to death to 
find three reporters after his client for 
@ story that he would probably be gufity 
of mayhem if she refused to take ad- 
vantage of such a publicity “break”. 

Another poor situation develops when 
the star, who is evading the reporters 
outside her dressing room, stages a fake 
murder between two supposed rivals just 
for the publicity that might result. The 
lone police officer that takes charge im- 
mediately enters the scene and roughly 
ejects the newspapermen from the room, 
this, despite the fact that a crime is 
Supposed to have taken place. Fat 
¢ehance! Then the gullibility of editors 
is held up for ridicule when the big 
murder story is emblazoned all over 
the front pages without any of the 
usual routine known to the initiate as 
checking-up. Then to be a good fellow 
when Miss Rich vamps him a little the 
copper promises to keep the truth of 
the fake killing from the press for a 
few days so she could get the publicity. 
He’d have been “broken” by his superiors 
for any such action. 

Last but not least in Obey Your Hus- 
band, a Morris Schlank production, we 
find the decrepit old reporter with a 
weakness for lemondrops or something 
of the like. With the jury’s verdict in 
@ murder case in his pocket he ambles 
slowly to the office to type his story. 
Apparently Director Charles Hunt never 
heard of press rooms in the courts, 
where “flashes” go over the wire to the 
city room almost instantaneously with 
the pronouncement of the verdict 


SOMEHOW OR OTHER a lot of the 
smaller houses around New York, prin- 
cipally those theaters like the Cameo, 
55th Street and Fifth Avenue Playhouse 
which go in for “art” product and play 
foreign stuff heavily, are running a lot 
of revivals and repeats lately. 

In the last few weeks only a new pic- 
ture, foreign or otherwise, has now and 
then been booked, indicating that the 
supply is low or the field is being tight- 
ened up. The latter is not probable due 
to the fact that there has been a good 
deal of foreigm product available late!) 
for anyone wanting to book it. 

Some of the houses are reviving foreign 
pictures of outstanding value shown be- 
fore, while others are buying old Para- 
mounts and others produced 
years ago and now practically 
out.

It is 
added that the American film imports 
have increased, while the French are 
lower, as compared with 1926 figures 
The number of British films imported 
has almost doubled during the past 
three years. It amounted to 200,000 
meters in 1924, as against 350,000 meters 
in 1927. A German paper commenting 
on these statistics states that the posi- 
tion of Germany will be much improved 
by various contracts concluded in 19338 
and especially by the Ufa-Luce agree- 
ment which provides for a purchase of 
one million meters film by Italy, It is 
claimed.

PRESIDENT WILLIAM F. CANAVAN 
States, in part, as follows regarding the 
endorsing of local contracts: “The vast 
majority of proposed local agreements 
are submitted to the International for 
endorsement. The various clauses in the 
proposed agreements are read and 
changes often suggested. When clauses 
contrary to International law or policy 
are encountered they are stricken out 
But the increases sought are approved 
irrespective of reasonableness or un- 
reasonableness, and many proposed 
agreements contain demands for wage in- 
creases that are beyond any semblance 
of reasonableness or judgment. You 
will doubtless ask if such is the case 
why is the endorsement given. The 
answer is that the proposed agreements 
are endorsed subject to negotiation 
Conferences are usualiy concluded with 
the acceptance of modified demands. It 
is the most difficult thing imaginable 
to have an agreement signed in exactly 
the same form submitted. No official 
or officials are permitted to compel a 
local union to settle on a basis that is 
not acceptable to the local. The 
autonomous rights conferred by the con- 
stitution are ali embracing. Every local 
union has the right to refuse to settle 
a wage dispute on terms other than 
its own. The right to engage in strike 
action has seldom, if ever during the 
past two years, been denied any local. 
The matter of a local union’s member- 
ship voting themselves on strike is one 
question, however, and the matter cf 
voting a strike of the membership of 
other local unions is another. The sub- 
ject is of utmost importance for the 
reason that it involves the relationship 
and employment of all the members of 
the Alliance employed by any circuit of 
theaters.”

STAGE EMPLOYEES interested in 
burlesque will find the following of 
interest and probably of benefit: “Plans 
for the forthcoming burlesque season 
are not fully developed because the re- 
quirements of the various burlesque 
managements have not been made 
known to the general office up to date. 
It is rumored that there will be in the 
neighborhood of 40 burlesque attrac- 
tions, each requiring three traveling 
members, making possible the employ- 
ment of approximately 125 members.

the regulation of those dramatic casting 
agencies which work with Equity mem- 
bers will be submitted ta,a general meet- 
ing of the membership, which is to be 
held on Friday afternoon, September 14. 

That meeting will also hear the text 
of the rulings which are to control the 
membership of alien actors in the asso- 
ciation, which have also just been 
adopted by the council. 

There is doubt whether or not the 
special committee appointed by the an- 
muai meeting to review the evidence 
and any new facts which might be ad- 
vanced by Jeanne Eagels or her attorney, 
in her appeal from the ruling of the 
council, can do any public work. 

The committee has met only once 
since its appointment. At that meeting 
it organized, elected a chairman and 
laid down rules for its procedure. About 
that time Miss Eagels embarked on a 
long vaudeville tour in which she is 
now on the Pacific Coast. 


EQUITY ON SIGHT AND SOUND 

There still seems to be some confusion 
as to just what Equity’s position is with 
regard to the new sound and sight-re- 
cording devices. It has not told its 
members, as sOme of the papers still 
report, that they may not appear in such 
films and records. 

Equity has simply said that with re- 
gard to all talking motion picture con- 
tracts legitimate actors had better go 
slow about tying themselves up for long 
periods until it becomes apparent what 
the practices and prices for such work 
are going to be. 

With regard to the particular situation 
created by the announcement that a 
group of Broadway producers had pur- 
chased one of these devices. known as 
the Vocafilm, and was planning to use 
the casts signed for the legitimate pro- 
auctions to record such productions, 
Equity sent out warning that its mem- 
bers must not make such recordings 
without consulting Equity headquarters 

Now it seems that the producers con- 
cernec had no thought of asking such 
services of their actors without first 
talking to Equity. but the ruling, which 
simply means that Equity will try to 
work out with the managers an estima- 
tion of what is fair to offer for such 
work, still stands 

Equity realizes that if these recordings 
sre liked no legislation can stay their 
popularity. It has no intention of 
standing in the way of eny of its mem- 
bers. But it can help them secure fair 
remuneration and good working con- 
ditions and that is the only purpose of 
tts present rulings.

“WORLD'S” REVIEWING SYSTEM 
With the beginning of the new thee 


World has begun its new two-shift re- 
viewing system. On the morning after 
the premiexe The World will carry a 
news account of the opening. who was 
in the production and how it was re- 
ceived. Twenty-four hours later the re- 
view of the play ar a piece of dramatic 
work will appear. 

The World is understood to have re- 
solved upon the systern because of the 
rrowing lateness of theater curtains and 
the brief time given to reviewers for 
the early editions. This was complicated 
by the fact that The World is a good 
20 minutes or half hour further from 
the theater than elther The Times or 
The Herald-Tridbune. 

A further incentive may have been 
that the new chief critic, St. John 
Ervine, is used to more time for his 
reviews than he would have been able 
to receive under the old system. 

Many of the New York managers 
and playwrights interviewed as to their 
reactions towards The World's scheme 
were favorably impressed. Only A. H. 
Woods and Philip Goodman had serious 
ehfections. 

Aside from the element of time many 
of the productions will not require any 
particular pondering. But if the new 
system enables reviewers to give con- 
sideration to good writing and fine act- 
ing which might have been passed over 
in the hurry of getting to press Equity 
believes the system will be justified

There is no probationary period when 
a contract is signed two months (eight 
weeks) prior to the opening date. A 
manager signing such a contract can dis- 
miss a chorus member during rehearsal 
only by paying that member two weeks’ 
salary. The chorus member can break 
the contract only by paying the manage. 
ment two weeks’ salary or giving a two 
weeks’ notice after the opening of the 
production, 


Members who have given or received 
a two weeks’ notice must attend all re- 
hearsals called br the management, un- 
less such rehearsals conflict with re- 
hearsals of a new engagement. If such 
rehearsals are called at the same time as 
those of the new show, them the member 
working on a notice may attend the re- 
hearsals of the new engagement. 


The contract provides that you must 
be paid for eight full performances, not 
for a fraction of a performance. The 
audience .pays to see a complete show 
A member who misses a number has not 
lived up to his contract, which requires 
that he give eight shows as a part of his 
week's work. 


Be sure and register at the Chorus 
Equity the day you begin rehesrs 
This is especially important at this time 
of year, both because of overtime re- 
hearsal and so that the associetion may 
have plenty of time to secure bonds from 
managers who are required to place s¢- 
curity.

The Broadway brand represents the 
original and the apex of cosmopolitan 
standard. 

It may get by without dilution in most 
of the metropolitan cities, but by the 
time it hits the “sticks” it must be 
pointed up or it will not get the proper 
response. 

When the resident stock companics 
in smaller cities put on these Broad- 
way plays, changes are made right and 
left. 

The tent-show productions, represent- 
ing the last outpost of the professional 
drama, are doctored up (mostly puri- 
fied) still more. 

And when the Broadway hits are 
adapted to the screen—well, it’s a smart 
author who can recognize his own 
brainchild, 

Now, all this so-called butchering is 
committed obviously with the idea of 
making the productions appeal to the 


Mrticular audiences for which they are 
Mten cle d 


Broadway drama, suburban stock and 
rural tent-repertoire are manufactured 
made over “locally”, so to speak, and 


thereby concocted according to a par- 
ticular taste in each instance. 

Movies, on the other hand, are under 
the necessity of providing a single ver- 
sion for the whole shebang. 

Since the bulk of screen-fan mentality 
is below the average, and owing to the 
impossibility of making any substantial 
alterations locally in a moving picture, 
the producers of films must reduce the 
artistic, the erudite, the sophisticated 
and the other intrinsic upper-class in- 
gredients of drama to a plane that will 
not be over the heads of the lower 
strata, 

Herein lies the great danger that 
hovers over the spoken drama in its im- 
pending conflict with talking pictures. 


RAMA AUDIENCES, in contrast 
D to the conglomerate masses to be 

found in movie houses, are fairly 
well segregated as to class, mentality and 
tastes. 

A city like Boston, for instance, has 
hundreds of playgoers who turn out 
weekly for the bills at local stock the- 
aters, but seldom or never attend any 
of the half dozen or more legitimate 
productions that hold forth regularly in 
the same town. 

The same applies to small rural com- 
munities, where a one-night stand pro- 
duction of a Broadway hit would bare- 
ly draw 800 persons, whereas a tent- 
repertoire will play there for a whole 
week and fill its 1200 or more seats 
every night. 

It isn’t just a matter of price, either, 
altho it is quite possible to segregate 
audiences on that basis. 

The chief consideration is that stock 
and repertoire represent drama brought 
within the understanding of special 
classes. 

There is no ground for entertaining 
the hope that sound films will bring 
with them an elevaiion in the standards 
of screen entertainment. 

The making, selling and exhibiting of 
films, silent or with vocal trimmings, is 
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a strictly commercial proposition. 

So long as Wall Street capital is in 
control, it never will be anything more. 

Not that the screen hasn't the same 
opportunities as the spoken drama has 
for raising the level of general sensi- 
tiveness to decency and high purpose, 
but the movie lords just aren't interested 
in any such philanthropy. 

Purveyors of films have none of the 
fine enthusiasm for popular theatrical 
education and no discerning inspiration 
for real dramatic art. 

The legitimate theater, on the other 
hand, always has been fortunate enough 
to have a good number of art groups 
and other commercially unattached en- 
terprises in a position to foster art for 
art’s sake. 

In late years the little theaters have 
been doing much of this good work, 
but now that even these community in- 
stitutions are beginning to give movie 
programs, the outlook for spoken drama 
is rather dark. fm 


N OVERDOSE of talking picture 

entertainment looms as the nemesis 

of this new form of amusement. 
Thru being overfed the public soon will 
be saturated and driven to relief. 

In all channels of the film industry 
at present there is much powwow about 
the sound films replacing every form 
of personal appearance. 

That’s the admitted ambition of the 
movie lords. 

But it will be a terrible mistake to 
even try it. 

Diversity and contrast are as neces- 
sary in entertainment as they are in 
food and clothing. 

Too much of a thing, even if that 
thing is exceptionally good, will make :t 
monotonous in a short time. 

Even angel cake and champagne 
wouldn’t satisfy as a steady diet. 

One of the best pieces of advice that 
anyone could give the talkie industry 
is— 

Don’t overdo it. 


It All Comes Under the Head of Amusements ef 


At last a diagnosis of the “censor 
mind” has been offered. Dr. Louis E 
Bisch, writing tn Photoplay Magazine, 
explains it as follows: 


The average reformer is not a hypocrite 
He its an honest man. driven by the sincerest 
convictions to try to regulate the lives of 
others. But he is mentally sick. 

The “censor mind” commonly results from 


an unhappy childhood The result is that 
the censor-minded person, suffering from 
such a childhood fixation, goes into adult 


life seeing wrong-doing where the norma! 
man sees only innocent diversion, and, beinc 
unable to adapt himself to the ways of the 
world, he tries to force the world to adopt 
his own code. 

He leads a sort of detached and isolated 
life, which makes him strikingly unqualified 
to judge what the effects of a play or novel 
or picture may be upon the morals of the 
majority, He is conservative, suspicious of 
change, seclusive and out of tune with life 
And just because he has so little knowledge 
of the wave of the world, he overvalues his 
own limited experiences absurdly. All in al! 
the censor is as supreme an egotist as could 
possibly exist. 

Rut why does the “censor-minded” exert 
such an influence in restricting the lives of 
the normal majority? It is because he pos- 
eexees the single-tracked determination of 
the fanatic Any neurotic compulsion, no 
matter what its kind, has more force and 
energy behind it than a normal non-newurote 
desire. The compulsive neurotic has no ace 
of mind until he gives way to his compulsion 

The normal majority, on the other hand. 
is careless of such efforts at reguiation unt! 
they have gained force. Being comparatively 
free from relentiess compulsion it is indif- 
ferent. In that lies its weakness.

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In Defense of Canned Music 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 3, 1928. 
Editor The Billboard: 

So much talk against canned music 
urges me to offer a little argument in 
its favor, tho I have not the slightest 
business interest in either side. 

I well remember, back in 1920 and be- 
fore, going to movies and enjoying an 
accompaniment of a good symphony or- 
chestra thruout the feature picture. 
Since then I have noticed an abrupt 
drop both in quality and quantity of 
orchestral music in the movies. I know 
of but one movie in this city that has 
an orchestra at all to accompany the 
picture and the duration of the or- 
chestral music is very small in propor- 
tion to the number of hours that the 
feature is shown. 

I recently attended a picture or two 
in which a complete Vitaphone orches- 
tral accompaniment was installed 
it brought back the good old days of 
full orchestral accompaniment. With 
the mechanical devices the exhibitor is 
able to give his audience the best of 
music at every showing of the feature, 
and for the full length of the feature as 
well. The high cost of the players in 
person, as well as the demands of the 
union, restricting the duration of 
playing to a very 
the time of the feature showings. make 
it impossible to get the amount 
quality (except in a very few houses of 
the larger cities) of music that we used 
to get in the past. Thru canned music 
the public will benefit. 

The unreasonable demands of the 
union are readily evident in the breaking 
up of the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, 
which had delighted the public for so 
many years. 

Good musicians will increasingly find 
employment in the radio. 

At any rate why should the population 
of the country be made to suffer be- 
cause a few inferior musicians may be 
thrown out of a job?

THERE HAS RECENTLY been devel- 
oped in Germany a new process for the 
construction Of skating rinks using a 
floor prepared from chemicals rather 
than with foe, the Department of Com- 
meree is advised by Trade Commissioner 
James E. Wallis, Jr. Altho this process 
is new, it has already been tried out 
commercially, and the installations to 
date hare been moderately successful, it 
is claimed. The chemical composition 
used appears to be soda ash with certain 
other chemicals added to prevent its 
solution in water. The ordinary material 
as it appears on the floor of the rink 
has the appearance of an almost opaque 
dirty ice, Or May more accurately be de- 
scribed as having the appearance of 
crude rock salt as it comes from the 
mines. The finished surface of*the rink 
appears at a glance to have all the quall- 
ties of natural ice. It is crystalline but 
seetns to have extraordinary streneth as 
it cloes not crumble easily. It is solid 
at ordinary temperatures. It is not solu- 
bie in water at ordinary temperatures, is 
not polsonous, altho unpleasant to the 
taste and, as it contains mo acid, does 
not appear to injure clothing. In fact 
any of the material which comes in con- 


tact with dry clothing may be easily 
brushed off.

Reasons for Rodeos 
By ORIE 0. ROBERTSON 


Because of the fact that the business 
of producing beef cattle is not taught 
in the public schools or thru corre- 
spondence school courses; and &ven the 
agricultural colleges do not cover the 
handling of live stock on the open range, 
few people outside of beef-cattle pro- 
ducers, themselves, understand the rea- 
sons for, and the uses of, the round-up, 
or, in Spanish, the rodeo (ro-day-o). 


The great masses of human kind who 
live in cities and farming districts in 
the United States, as well as all other 
countries, haven't the faintest concep- 
tion of the difficulties and dangers in- 
volved in the production of cattle and 
horses on the open range and on large 
stock ranches. 


There are today immense areas in 
Western America that 25 years ago were 
not considered cattle countries. In 
these vast wildernesses only the hardiest 
of pioneers will abide. While the tourist 
and the city dweller tears across the 
Western States in his automobile or the 
railroad train he does not realize that 
on his right and left for hundreds of 
miles the only inhabitants, practically 
are the cattlemen—cowboys. While the 
gentle citizen rides across the desert in 
his car or the Pullman, covering his 
tender face with a wet handkerchief to 
protect it from the flerce heat of the 
summer, or toasts his toes over the steam 
radiators in winter, he isn’t aware that 
other citizens are riding horseback a 
few miies away in that wild country, 
probably without food or water, famish- 
ing in the dust of a slow-moving bunch 
of cattle, producing thru great physical 
hardships—and loneliness—the beef that 
we eat. 


Ig the average citizen were forced to 
do the work for one day that the cow- 
boy has to do, he would consider that 
he had been thrown into the pit of 
hades and the cover shut down. In every 
town, city and hamlet west of the Mis- 
Sissippi you can find crippled cowboys 
hobbling around the streets—unnoticed, 
and uncared for. Any cowboy can point 
out to you numberless unmarked graves. 


peattered over the Western State of 
cowboys that perished from exposure to 
hardships or the elements; or a cow- 


boy may die from the vicious attack of a 
cowbrute whose life he was trying to 
save, or possibly from a horse falling on 
him. For every animal that is injured 
in rodeos in the cities, hundreds are in- 
jured from natural causes on the rcat- 
tle ranges, and they must be cared [cr 
by expert cowhands—no one else could 
possibly do their work. 

The many different events that we 
witness at a public rodeo are but high- 
ly-developed examples of the work that 
thousands of cowboys are daily called 
upon to perform in the cattle-producing 
areas of the West, including California. 
One could ride on horseback from the 
Mexican border north thru California a 
thousand miles and be at all times on 
cattle range. 


The Western cattieman is a most sen- 
timental person. In the States of Neva- 
da, Wyoming, Montana, Utah, Colorado 
and Idaho there will be between 30,000 
and 50,000 head of horses run down and 
driven to the canneries this summer— 
1928. The capturing of these animals is 
about the most arduous work that any 
human ever attempted, but if you should 
travel in those countries you will find 
im nearly every one of the widely-sepa- 
rated camps, baby orphan colts that the 
cowboys have carried in and are trying 
vainly to raise on bottles—with milk 
carried in tins for long distances. A 
cowboy’s heart bleeds with pity for the 
wild horses—his friends—but the ranges 
must be cleared for beef-producing ani- 
mals—cattle. 

Most of the stock used at public ro- 
deos are very valuable—even including 
some of the bucking stcck. The owners 
of this stock will not allow ther. to be 
mistreated. The spurs that the cowboys 
use on the range, both for stimulating 
the mount to quicker action to conform 
with the actions of the cowbrute and 
also for the cowboy’s own protection 
from being thrown, are completzly cov- 
ereci with tape at all rodeos. These fa- 
mous bucking horses buck because it is 
their business to do so, the same as @ 
saddle horse in the movies. When the 
director says “camera” the horses leap 
away like the wind. An amateur has 
difficulty in keeping his seat on one of 
them when a movie horse does his stuff. 
When Happy Jack Hawn, of Fresno, 
Calif.. goes on the road with his rodeo 
stock every summer he keeps a guard 
over one horse especially. Snip, the fa- 
mous bucking horse, is cared for as ten- 
derly as if he were a Jersey milch cow. 
Happy Jack never leaves his pet “buck- 
er” alone day or night. Snip goes out 
to the arena, bucks his man down, and 
then comes proudly back to his stall 
and finishes his oats. 

We should be proud of the exploits 
of our cowboys—the greatest and most 
efficient Cattlemen and horsemen the 
world has ever known. Cattlemen from 
all other countries try to gnitate them. 
The romance that has been woren around 
the American cowboy has been justly 
earned thru enormous 


&t rodeos, from now till kingdom come 


cannot dim the glorious legends of these 
bronzed conquerors of the Western 
Wwastes—the American cowmen. 

The desire to protect dumb and de- 
fenseless creatures from il] treatment 
is @ noble aspiration and is to be com- 
mended wherever it appears, but when 
& number of persons seek to discourage 
and misrepresent and even destr>> an 
institution as necessary and educational 
as the rodeo—basing their judgments 
and operations upon irresponsible *hat- 
ter and impractica! sentiment—it be- 
comes pernicious and destructive; it is 
un-American and should receive no sun- 
port from fair-minded people. The 
Stockman is desirous of keeping the ro- 
deo clean and free from unnecessar 
hardships on the animals, and his judg- 
ment of what is right or wrong is based 
On Knowledge and experience. ; 

Thru bridle path associations eques- 
trian clubs, rodeos and citizen’ cavalry 
and remount organirations let us per- 
petuate the customs and traditions of 
our American horsewomen and men.

Iron prison bars and gayety are not 
ordinarily thought of as having any 
relationship, but there is one place in 
Cincinnati where bars comprise one of 
the main reasons for whole-hearted 
merriment, and the place is the mysteri- 
ous house at Chester Park. 

Wooden bars, camouflaged to appear 
as iron, form narrow passageways, ar- 
ranged like a miniature prison, making 
@ novel and amusing entrance to the 
main part of the mystery house. Dis- 
guised and concelaed with the other bars 
are some made of rubber. Upon en- 
tering the mysterious house the visitor’s 
first problem is to find an exit from 
the seemingly impassable cagework, and 
from then ur.til he emerges he experi- 
ences a series of topsy-turvy sensations, 
all definitely contradictory to the 
natural laws by which we govern ac- 
tions. 

Every law of gravity is ignored or 
defied. Balls roll uphill without any 
me¢hanical contrivances whatever, the 
human body assumes ridiculous and 
grotesque positions. Other laughter 
generators include an unexpected mov- 
ing floor, sudden gusts of cool air, etc. 

The mysterious house was invented 
and is owned by H. C. Conrad, who also 
has similar houses in Lima, O.; Rock- 
away Beach, WNW. Y.. and Birmingham, 
Ala. On a recent visit to Chester Park 
Mr. Conrad stated that each year for 
the four or five years he has been oper- 
ating his mysterious houses he has had 
an average attendance of 19,900. Next 
Season he expects to increase this record 
considerably.

CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., Aug. 11-—A 
careful survey of Coney's shows this sea- 
son reveals that five of the amusement 
emporitums are showing the half-man- 
and-half-woman feature, five more of 
the shows are exploiting the Siamese 
Twins, most every show haw its proverbial 
mindreaders, sword-box girls, magic and 
fat women—in addition to the extra 
added attractions, where a separate ad- 
mission is charged. All show fronts are 
the same. One well-known amusement 
purveyor stated: “People without 4u- 
thority have given out false and mis- 
leading reports about the earning power 
of Coney’s shows. In reality, it takes an 
exceptionally shrewd showman to make 
money on the Island nowadays.” The 
high rentals and the decreased business 
is something to conjure with. The 
minimum rentals are approximately 
$5,000 per year, and the maximum 
£12,000. Some of the shows sublease 
concessions, and thereby derive some 
revenue. But the show business is said 
to be getting tougher each year at Coney. 

Charles (Doc) Jones, one of the fore- 
most ticket-box grinders here, attributes 
the slump in business to the “blow-off” 
shows. “Eliminate this abused privilege, 
and I think Coney Island showmen will 
see business eventually improve,” Doc 
opines. This is one phase of the busi- 
ness he has carefully analyzed. 

The first Sunday in August drew one 
of the largest crowds of the season. 
Bathhouses were sold out early and were 
getting top prices, $1, $1.50 per capita. 
They reaped a golden harvest. The

A few persons have got the notion 
that somepnody is trying to change the 
outdoor shows into Sunday schools. 

It is a mistaken idea 

If it were necessary for any amuse- 
ment enterprise to conform to the ordl- 
nary ideas of w hat is beant by “Sunday 
school”, the bulk of shows, movies, 
drama playhouses and a dozen other 
entertainment institutions would just 
have to quit, that’s all, 

A little spice, a little cleverness, a 
little matching of wits and plenty of 
varied competition are to be expected in 
any business. 

Perfection is not absolutely demanded, 
and almost anyone will make reasonable 
allowances for human falling and acci- 
dental misfortunes. 

Outdoor shows, like theater entertain- 
ments, don’t have to be run on the 
order of a Sunday school. 

But, between a Sunday school and the 
kind of a stiow that some owners gre 
operating, there is a wide, wide gap. 


This is a free country—that is, free 
to a certain extent. 

You are ai: liberty to run any kind 
of a show you desire, provided it is 
within the law. 

But.if you are —— unlawful or 
undesirable features that are always 
getting into trouble, and the unfavor- 
able publicity provoked by your activ- 
ities is endangering the business of 
others, you are not entitled to any 
tolerance 

The preservation of the business is 
more important than the protection of 
the interests of a single individual who 
is nothing but a destroyer. 


You don’t have to run any “Sunday 
school” show, but you should conduct 
your show so that it will keep out of 
trouble. 

That's all that’s necessary. 

If you have put on the 10-cent gate, 
don’t advertise a free act unless you 
actually have one. 

No sense in trying to fool the public 
this way—as one show has been caught 
doing. 

In the first place, you don’t need to 
advertise any free act, so why go out of 
your way to let yourself tn for trouble? 

It has been stated time and again 
that any person will consider it worth 
a dime merely to get om the midway and 
take in the ballys and sights 

If you are in doubt on the point, there 


is nothing to stop you from making 
the admission tickets good for face 
value at any show, booth or ride. 


Or you can distribute a certain num- 
ber of merchandise prizes to lucky- 
number tickets every night 

Anything except promising something 
that you haven't got or don’t intend to 
give. 

Cut out the downright dishonesty. 


Showmen may feel assured that re- 
ports or knocks from discharged or dis- 
gsTuntied employees will not be given 
recognition in these columns -— unless 
investigation proves that the reports are 
correct, in which case The Billboard will 
use ite personally obtained versions. 

Every fact given herein has been 
verified by The Billboard's own repre- 
sentatives 

So don’t bother yourself to wonder or 
suspect “who sent that in”. 

You may be doing somebody an iIn- 
justice, 


Pair secretaries and other fair officials 
thruout the country, realizing that very 
few agricultural celebrations can be a 
Success without a carnival attraction, 
are heartily in accord with the efforts 
being made to save the outdoor show 
business. 

They have responded quickly and en- 
thusiastically to The Biliboard's call for 
co-operation.

run on a straight percentage basis. 


Too many carnivals depend upon a 
large mumber of shows for volume of 
business, says M. W. Drehmer, secretary 
of the Newton (Kan.) Chamber of Com- 
merce. Fewer shows, but of better qual- 
ity and slightly higher prices, would 
bring the carnivals more money and 
please the patrons a lot better, Drehmer 
says, than a lot of attractions that are 
not even worth watching. 


There is growing sentiment among 
fair men that it would be to the ad- 
vantage of their organizations to break 
away from carnivals and book their at- 
tractions, shows, rides and concessions 
independently 

ne of the principal reasons for this, 
it appears, is the usual demand made 
by carnivals for the privilege to operate 
concessions without interference—which 
invariably means that the outfits will 
work the grift to the limit and defy 
interference in view of the contracts 
made. 

Fair men feel that, by booking inde- 
pendently, they will be able to enforce 
better conduct and exercise better con- 
trol over their midways. 

The Grain Belt Circuit of Fairs in 
North Dakota, of which S. H. Wilson is 
eecretary-treasurer, is among those con- 
sidering the advisability of breaking 
away from carnivals next year, unless 
there are signs of improvement. 

Just another hint and warning. 


Showmen who are ostensibly advo- 
cating and pretending to have clean 
shows, but who in reality are operating 
grift, are just putting a stumbling block 
in their own way. 

There is no organized cleanup crusade, 
no legislative committee to whom you 
can pay dues and obtain protection for 

rift. 

. The activities going on at present are 
simply the inevitable effects of obvious 
causes. 

They will work themselves out of their 
own accord—and nobody has the power 
to stop them because there are so many 
individual and scattered agencies all 
working independently toward the same 
end. 


The following, from Art B. Clark, now 
of the Byers Brothers’ Shows, contains 
some food for thought: 

“I tgliked to many managers this 
apring about booking concessions. The 
large majority book grind stores cheap, 
which entitles the owner to put two or 
three, or even four, men with three or 
four blankets displayed on $10 worth of

goes out, which hurts everyone alike. 
But why is it not the manager's fault? 
I have been in this business ever since 
Joe Goshert, of the Brundage Shows, 
captured me in a soda fountain in 
1917, and am about to make my first 
suggestion, which may be the solution— 
and this is for some of our capitalists 
—instead of ‘offering those hot grands 
to the worthy cause of the cleanup, run 
an ad in The Billboard and make an 
inducement te merchandise wheels 
whereby it woulc be possible to pay 
privilege and make a living. Then 
watch this grand and glorious business 
automatically clean up itself. In other 
words, stop the flat joints and start 
with the manager’s office.”

But who are the dishonest promoters? 

Generally speaking, any man who puts 
on some event that turms out a flop, 
throwing him into financial difficulties, 
is a, called a crooked pro- 
moter. 

Had the enterprise succeeded, the pro- 
moter would have been o. k. 

In most cases, therefore, the differ- 
ence between a crooked and an honest 
promoter is purely a matter of getting 
the breaks—a circumstance over which 
they have no control. 

So about the only solution to the 
problem is for showfolk to take the 
necessary precaution in advance to pro- 
tect themselves in their dealings with 
any promoter who is not personally 
known to them. 


A county attorney in an Oklahoma 
town was so incensed at a “rat-eater” 
who was arrested for giving his revolt- 
ing exhibition with a local carnival, that 
he had the man arrested, put a vagrancy 
charge against him, and then sentenced 
him to 30 days In jail. The rat man is 
now serving time.
